On Representation in Washington 


BOUT one out of a fairly small number of 

horsemen you meet. nowadays will, in the 
course of the first ten minutes of conversation, 
express an opinion something like: ‘‘Mark my 
words! they’ll hang another ban of some kind on 
us if we don’t do something pretty quick. What 
we need is a strong lobby in Washington. Every- 
body else has one. Why should racing be the only 
business of its size without a lobby?” 

As an extension of this thought we have heard 
the proposal that racing should engage the serv- 
ices of some well known man who heads one of the 
executive agencies of the Government, a technique 
which has been followed many times in the past. 
There are certain things which can be said for, 
and certain things which can be said against, this 
procedure. 

There is the proposal, also, that, rather than 
hire a man from one of the powerful bureaus or 
agencies, racing should engage the services of a 
member of the United States Senate. 

In this case also there are things to be said on 
both sides of the issue. We should like to say 
some of them at this point, beginning with those 
which can be said for. 

In the first place, granted that we propose to 
hire somebody to represent us in Washington, it 
seems far more effective to engage the services 
of a United State Senator than one of the bureau 
or agency heads. As everyone knows, the legisla- 
tive branch holds the power of life and death and 
investigation over the various agencies, while all 
the agencies put together cannot change one jot 
or tittle of the United States Senate. 

In the second place, if we attempt to set our- 
selves at ease by engaging the services of one of 
the agency heads, we may provoke the jealousy or 
righteous anger of another agency which, by a 
self-invented extension of its own authority, may 
attempt to close down racing merely to show us 
what a mistake we have made. Whereas, if we 
put a senator under obligation to us, we need 
have no fears of such a “breaking out in another 
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place,” since all the bureaus and agencies live in 
mortal fear of the Senate. 

Finally, if we should hire one of the agency 
heads, we should have no representation in Wash- 
ington, except such as might be established 
through the friendships and contacts of the per- 
son so engaged, as he would immediately have to 
resign his position and remove himself from the 
Federal payroll, as it would not be considered 
proper for him to represent both the interests of 
racing and the interests of the people. 

On the other hand, if we engage a senator, he 
can remain in office indefinitely, say the advocates 
of this procedure, and thus continue to interpose 
the interests of racing between those of his con- 
stituents and the decisions of a government at 
work. He would, in all probability, be asked oc- 
casionally when he intended to resign from the 
Senate and take over his new duties, but he could 
answer that he would resign when he jolly well 
pleased and it was none of your business any- 
way—not in so many words, of course, but with 
the necessary modification of language to suit the 
temper of the public. 

Thus we should have a more or less permanent 
representation in the key organization to which 
all the agencies and the executives in general are 
beholden. And even if public sentiment finally 
forced our senator out of office, he could by that 
time have laid plenty of booby traps to make sure 
that his influence would continue after his formal 
departure, and could have a long list of telephone 
numbers which would be invaluable. We could 
make his tenure with racing short enough that 
when he had ceased to be entirely effective we 
could dispense with him and find another senator. 


Needless to say, we consider this reasoning dia- 
bolical. For all its specious appearance of sound- 
ness, it attacks the very foundation of our system 
of representative government. For if we engage 
a senator to represent racing, there will be other 
senators engaged to represent other interests, 
until at length there will be no senators left to 
represent the people who elected them.

The twelfth running of the Arlington Matron 
Handicap brought out an exceptionally good field 
of fillies and mares, among which War Date was 
a strong favorite at $1.40 to $1, with Louis B. 
Mayer’s Whirlabout second choice at nearly five 
to one. 

War Date waited, in a close-up position, behind 
the pace of Durazna and later of Recce, then drew 
out from the rail to make her challenge on the 
outside as the field went around the turn. Recce 
failed in the stretch and War Date sailed past 
Durazna at the eighth-pole and drew away to win 
by four lengths—her fourth victory in five starts 
this year. In the last eighth of the mile Whirl- 
about came from well back in the field to beat Du- 
razna for place money. 

During the Arlington-Washington Park meet- 
ing War Date has established herself solidly as 
one of the highest-class fillies of recent years. 
Her record to date is 14 starts, seven wins, two 
seconds, two thirds, and $60,500 earned. Pedigree 
and family particulars were published in THE 
BLoop-Horsk, July 7, page 11.

The story of American racing is full of bargain 
horses purchased for $5,000 or less and distin- 
guished by their later performances. It has few 
such stories as that of Busher, purchased private- 
ly last winter for $50,000 and still counted among 
the best bargains of the Turf. In her first six 
starts under the colors of L. B. Mayer, Busher 
scored five easy victories, finished second once (in 
the Santa Anita Derby behind Bymeabond, to 
which she was clearly superior), and earned 
$104,720. 

In the Arlington Handicap, Busher moved out 
of her age division to take on the tough old cam- 
paigners around Chicago and also to meet Calu- 
met Farm’s Pot o’ Luck, one of the highest-class 
3-year-olds of the season. In the field of eight 


starters the War Admiral filly was made favorite 
at 11 to 10, with Pot 0’ Luck second choice. 
The race was like the others.

got Busher away on top, rated her in front when 
nothing else seemed disposed to contest the pace, 
and laid down a final quarter in 2445 seconds to 
squelch any possible opposition. Sirde followed 
closest to the filly most of the way and was within 
a length of her at the quarter-pole, but in the 
stretch he weakened and Busher drew out to win 
by four and a half lengths, while Take Wing came 
up from behind to beat Sirde and Daily Trouble in 
a three-nose finish for second money. 

What happened to Pot 0’ Luck was not immedi- 
ately clear. He was never as far back as in most 
of his races this year, and he saved ground by 
running along the rail but in the stretch he failed 
to come up with the finishing lick which has been 
his chief distinction. He finished a length behind 
the second, third and fourth horses. 

By her latest victory, the sixth in seven starts 
this year, Busher advanced her total earnings to 
$201,920, only a whisker behind Twilight Tear’s 
$202,165, which now ranks second among the 
earnings of American race mares. By her obvious 
margin of superiority and her extreme soundness 
to date she indicated a likelihood that before she 
is finished she will have passed Top Flight’s 
$275,900, now the record earnings for an Amer- 
ican mare. 

Busher’s high earnings were largely a result 
of inflated money values of the sort that were not 
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dreamed of in the days of Princess Doreen or Top 
Flight, but her record, with all monetary statis- 
tics left aside, was still enough to place her tenta- 
tively with the best mares which have raced in 
this country. In 14 starts she has won 11 races 
and finished second twice. Pedigree and family 
particulars were published in THE BLOoop-HORSE 
of June 9, page 861.

In the summer of 1943 Mrs. Barclay K. Douglas 
sold her home-bred 3-year-old Eurasian to the 
Havahome Stable of Frank and Joseph Rabino- 
vich, without transferring to the new owners the 
colt’s engagement in the Travers Stakes at Sara- 
toga. A little later, when Mill River’s real candi- 
date for the Travers Stakes, Chop Chop, devel- 
oped leg trouble, it began to look as if Eurasian 
might have a chance for the ancient Saratoga 
classic. After a conference between the old and 
new owners an agreement was reached by which 
Eurasian was leased to the Mill River Stable to 
run in the Travers Stakes for a half-share of 
whatever he might win. Eurasian, which until 
then had been looked upon as a fair-to-middling 
horse, won the Travers and thus embarked upon a 
new phase of his career which by the end of the 
year was to place him among the most formidable 
3-year-olds of the season. 

In 1944, however, Eurasian managed to go 
through the season without a victory in 11 starts, 
although he finished third in two stakes races. 
In his first ten starts this year, at five, his only 
win was in a grade C handicap. Accordingly he 
and his stable mate Flaught were the outsiders in 
the eighth running of the Questionnaire Handi- 
cap. This race, though it had five starters, had 
only straight betting, since only three betting 
units were included. 

Eurasian, which in his last previous start had 
finished some eighteen lengths behind Stymie in 
the Butler Handicap, this time was away winging 
and he remained in front to the end.

Crispin Oglebay, of Gates Mills, Ohio, a finan- 
cier and philanthropist of many interests, is one 
of many sportsmen who have professed to wish to 
breed Thoroughbreds on a small scale and with 
only horses of high merit. He is one of the few 
who have been able to carry out such wishes. One 
of the few mares he owns is Anchors Ahead, 
daughter of Man o’ War and the noted race mare 
and producer Friar’s Carse, hence a sister to the 
recent stakes winner War Kilt and also to the 
stakes winners War Relic and Speed Boat. Air 
Hero is the third stakes winner from Anchors 
Ahead which Mr. Oglebay has raced in the last 
five years. 

Beginning racing late in June, Air Hero was 
beaten in his first two starts, at Belmont Park 
and Delaware Park. He was then moved to Gar- 
den State Park, where he scored front-running 
victories in his first three races, the William Penn 
being the third of these. 

Cedar Farms’ Lovemenow (Menow—Note 0’ 
Love) had come from behind to win his two previ- 
ous starts, both in May, and he was made favorite 
in the field of six. He ran disappointingly, how- 
ever, and finished last. John Gilbert got Air 
Hero away quickly, ran Joshua into defeat in the 
first half-mile, and had no trouble standing off the 
closing challenge of William Helis’ Lycos to win 
by two and a half lengths.

SHIPPING BY FREIGHT 


NTIL a few days before the summer sales be- 

gan at Keeneland on July 30 most Thorough- 
bred horsemen were in doubt as to how the recent 
restrictions of the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion and the Interstate Commerce Commission 
would affect their shipments of yearlings and rac- 
ing stock as well. When rumors of further re- 
strictions began to fill the air, Thomas R. Under- 
wood, editor of the Lexington Herald and secre- 
tary of the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners, asked Congressman Virgil Chap- 
man of Kentucky to wade into the ODT office and 
see if he could touch bottom. 

Congressman Chapman did the best he could. 
The report he sent in was too full of ambiguities 
for anyone unskilled in bureau phraseology to 
understand, but it had a kindly, solicitous tone 
which comforted horsemen and made them feel 
everything would be all right. Even if the pur- 
chasers did have to sign affidavits that the year- 
lings they might ship by freight would not be 
raced before July 1, 1946, Col. J. Monroe Johnson, 
head of the ODT, according to Mr. Chapman, 
“does not anticipate any effect after such a ban to 
remain in effect after this year’s yearlings become 
2-year-olds January 1, 1946, and hopes there will 
be no such necessity.” 

Colonel Johnson continued to speak of affidavits 
for shipping yearlings and race horses by freight. 
But yearlings and race horses continued to be 
shipped by freight without affidavits as to what 
they were going to do when they got where they 
were going. 

Just to make sure, Glen N. W. McNaughton, of 
New York, telegraphed the assistant director of 
the ODT in Washington, to know “if I can ship 
race horses from Aqueduct race track in New 
York City to Garden State track in Camden, N. 
J., by freight, for racing purposes.” The answer 
came back from V. C. Clinger, director of service 
for the ICC. It said positively: “Order 334 does 
not apply race horses shipped in freight equip- 
ment by freight service. No permit is necessary.”

The Situation in Baseball 


Editor’s note. The fortunes of the Turf are tied 
up to some degree, as far as the Government is 
concerned, with the fortunes of baseball, since 
both are major outdoor sports involving travel 
and large numbers of spectators. 

There is a story being passed around the coun- 
try now to the effect that the Government does not 
want winter racing and will issue the necessary 
directives in due course. Such information and 
authoritative opinion as comes to THE BLOoop- 
HorsE does not suggest that there will be further 
discrimination against racing. 

But, whatever the turn of events may be, the 
following analysis of the situation as regard’s 
baseball's classic, the world series, by Jim MceMul- 
len, sports editor of the Fort Worth, Texas, Star- 
Telegram, will be of interest to the people of 
racing. 


According to the schedule that has been fol- 
lowed in the United States for the past decade, 
it’s just nine weeks prior to the staging of the 
World Series and already speculation is rife as to 
what disposition will be made of America’s annual 
baseball classic. 

Actually there is no use for any but the pro- 
fessional worriers to bother about the affair. 
Baseball officials won’t need much advance notice, 
in fact none, until a few hours before the close of 
the big league season. About all of the details 
that will need attention will be the purchase of 
railroad tickets for one ball club. This shouldn’t 
be too much of a job despite the ODT attitude of 
“everything-is-chaos.” 

Here is an important item in the entire setup: 
Baseball interests have Happy Chandler, new 
commissioner, to attend to matters. Now Chan- 
dler, despite the many faults that have been 
brought to bear on him, possesses one great at- 
tribute—he is thoroughly familiar with quite a 
few important telephone numbers in Washington. 

The setup as it exists today is that the ODT 
does not want the series played, because of trans- 
portation difficulties, unless it is between two 
teams in the same city or within reach of each 
other by stage coach. 

There is one major flaw in the ODT stand on 
the series. Sixteen teams have been traveling all 
over the country since April. Why then should 
the moving of one team be such a disturbing 
event? That one is easy—the ODT believes (and 
there are grounds for such a belief) that the 
extra travel wouldn’t be limited to the personnel 
of the two ball clubs. . 

Of course steps could be taken to discourage fan 
travel—like not offering tickets for sale except at 
the gate—but then there always are people who 
can beat any kind of regulations. 

There is another angle that could put the ODT 
on the spot in making its decision. It has been re- 
ported that the Navy desires to take the World 
Series winner to the South Pacific area for exhibi- 
tions with sailor teams. If so, the banning of the 
series would prove an embarrassing move to the 
ODT. 

Providing the ODT remains staunch in its deci- 
sion to halt the baseball classic, there is one other 
move that might be taken by the baseball wise. 
They could offer all of the receipts above bare ex- 
penses to war relief. Turning a deaf ear to such 
a proposition might be tough, even for the ODT. 

Chances are, however, the World Series will be 
played. At least that is the consensus of a major- 
ity of those who claim to be in the “know.”

Tuesday Afternoon, July 31 


T the conclusion of the first two sales the sta- 

tistics showed that only nine yearlings from 
the total of 96 sold had been knocked down for a 
figure less than $2,000. At the Tuesday afternoon 
session 31 colts and 21 fillies were sold and not 
once did the hammer fall until $2,000 had been 
reached or passed. 

Despite this, five of the ten consignors who had 
sold yearlings in the summer sale in 1944 re- 
ceived lower averages for 1945 than they had ob- 
tained the previous year. The most notable gain 
in averages was in the consignments of Scant 
Dorland and Marshall Field. Mr. Dorland, a 
comparative newcomer, realized $10,000 for a filly 
by Trace Call out of Born Wise, which went to 
Cedar Farms, and Mrs. C. O. Iselin gave $5,500 
for his colt by *Rhodes Scholar—Friendly Jane, 
giving Mr. Dorland an average of $7,750, an in- 
crease of $3,700 over last year. Mr. Field, whose 
name regularly appears on the list of consignors 
with high averages, sold eight head for an aver- 
age of $9,325, an increase of $2,662 over his aver- 
age of last vear.

ee, RETREAT FARM, leader in averages 
for 1943 and 1944, sold six head for the high- 
est average of the Wednesday night session, but 
failed to reach the high average of $13,143 of the 
Spendthrift consignment of Monday night. Dr. 
Eslie Asbury, owner of Forest Retreat Farm, 
Carlisle, Ky., had sold six head in 1944 for the 
high average of $13,800, and his six head this 
year averaged $12,250. His consignment was 
evenly divided as to colts and fillies; last year he 
had four colts and two fillies. (His average of 
1944, as given here, includes the $41,000 colt Re- 
voked which was later taken back when the pur- 
chaser objected to his “wind.’’) 

The largest increase was found in comparing 
the 1945 average of $12,083 for six head con- 
signed by Charles H. Asbury with his $4,640 aver- 
age for 1944. Mr. Asbury’s son, Thomas, sold the 
Bull Lea—*Cypress Point II colt for $12,500 to 
Brookfield Farm (Harry Isaacs), and the same 
buyer was the high bidder at $14,000 on the Car- 
rier Pigeon—Amelia colt from Mr. Asbury’s lot. 

Thomas Piatt sold 16 head for $69,700, averag- 
ing $4,356, an increase of $1,500 over his 1944 
average. His son, Thomas Carr Piatt, sold six 
head in partnership with John Marsch and they 
realized an average of $8,750. 

The yearlings from Military Stock Farm had 
been consigned before the death of their part- 
owner John S. Wiggins. The estate made no 
change in the plans and the 20 head in this group 
brought $50,800, an average of $2,540.

NETIME sweetheart of the summer sales was 
Mrs. Ethel V. Mars, who for seven years in 
succession was the leading buyer of Thoroughbred 
yearlings at Saratoga. In the nine years, all told, 
in which Mrs. Mars sat at the ringside to pluck 
the choicest plums from the catalogues, she spent 
$676,400 for yearlings. In 1943, when she an- 
nounced that she was withdrawing from the Turf, 
sellers of yearlings felt a misery which they could 
just as well have spared themselves. 

In the two years since Mrs. Mars announced her 
retirement Mrs. Elizabeth Nightingale Graham’s 
(Elizabeth Arden’s) Maine Chance Farm has 
come within a couple of yearlings of spending as 
much as the mistress of Milky Way spent in her 
entire career on the Turf. Last year the pur- 
chases for Maine Chance Farm (mostly made in 
the name of Leslie Combs II, master of Spend- 
thrift Farm at Lexington) totaled $264,000 at 
Keeneland, $23,700 at Meadow Brook, a grand 
total of $287,700. This year a total of 17 year- 
lings were knocked down to Mr. Combs’ bids, 
including the $31,000 Eight Thirty colt in his own 
consignment, which went on the books as having 
been purchased by Maine Chance Farm. The 
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total for these 17 head was $316,200, a figure un- 
approached in the previous history of auction 
sales.

Start good from stall gate. Won driving; second and third the same. THUMBS UP was well rated close 
to the pace and free of interference in the early part, then took a short lead nearing the stretch turn, raced 
gamely when challenged, was headed by TEXAS SANDMAN, continued gamely and again took command near 
the finish to win under pressure. TEXAS SANDMAN, under steady handling, moved up on the outside of 
THUMBS UP in the stretch, challenged in determined fashion and, although getting to the front, was unable 
to resist the winner. GAY DALTON, although a trailer in the early stages, was within striking distance after 
going a half, made a strong move after leaving the backstretch, but was unable to get to the first two, although 
finishing strongly. TRIPLICATE closed ground in the stretch and was going well at the end. PAPERBOY loomed 
up on the outside rounding the stretch turn, but tired near the finish. BRIC A BAC closed some ground, but 
was never a serious contender. BEST EFFORT was in close quarters on the inside around the far turn. VIC- 
TORY DRIVE, STRONGHOLD and LOU-BRE tired. AUTOCRAT was unable to keep up and failed to figure.

Colts and Fillies 


HE rising prices of the last three years have 
been accompanied quite naturally by a rise in 

the demand for fillies as compared with colts. As 
the prices of fillies have gone up, the proportion 
of fillies in the principal sales has shown a corre- 
sponding increase. In 19465 fillies accounted for 
45 per cent of the yearlings offered at Keeneland, 
as against 43 per cent in 1944 and an old-time 
Saratoga normal of about 40 per cent. 

Compared with last year’s Keeneland Summer 
Sales, colts increased in average price by 41 per 
cent, fillies by 59 per cent. In actual dollars the 
gain in average price per colt was $2,526; per 
filly, $2,452.

Distribution in Price Groups 


N general, when horsemen seek to appraise the 

yearling market, they tend to think first in 
terms of averages. It is, however, in many cases 
more revealing to consider the distribution in 
price groups, and, more specifically, to consider 
the median in preference to the average. (The 
median is the point which divides the upper half 
of the series from the lower half.) 

In 1941, to establish a basis for comparison, the 
Saratoga median fell between $1,000 and $2,000, 
and in 1942 it dropped below $1,000, in that year 
68 per cent of the yearlings sold at Saratoga 
bringing less than that figure. (Thus readers will 
be reminded that it has been only three years 
since two-thirds of the yearlings sold in the prin- 
cipal summer sales brought less than $1,000, a 
figure which does not nearly account for cost of 
production. ) 

In 1948 the Keeneland median was again be- 
tween $1,000 and $2,000. In 1944 it rose into the 
$2,000-$5,000 group. 

At Keeneland this year more than half the 
yearlings disposed of brought more than $5,000. 
Only 1 per cent went for prices below $1,000 and 
only 9 per cent failed to reach $2,000; last year 
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21 per cent of ‘the Keeneland yearlings sold for 
less than $2,000. 

In 1943 a total of 53 yearlings, or 12 per cent 
of the total, reached $10,000. In 1944 there were 
84 yearlings, or 21 per cent, which went that high. 
The distribution in price groups, as compared 
with previous years of the Keeneland Summer 
Sales and with the Saratoga sales which preceded 
them:

N 1944 only three consignors reached an aver- 

age as high as $10,000 or better, accounting 
only for those who sold three yearlings or more.

HE spectacularly inflated nature of the prices 

for yearlings at Keeneland was nowhere more 
apparent than in the list of averages and totals 
according to sires. 

Five head—three colts and two fillies—by the 
Idle Hour Stock Farm stallion Blue Larkspur 
brought a total of $173,500, average $34,700. Sec- 
ond and third on the list of sires arranged ac-

*Sir Gallahad III, patriarch of the Claiborne 
Stud of A. B. Hancock, added a little more to a 
record which will take considerable shooting be- 
fore it is brought down. The son of *Teddy was 
imported to the United States in 1925, and his 
first yearlings appeared on the market in 1928. 
In 17 years, through August 2, 1945, a total of 
213 yearlings by *Sir Gallahad III have been sold 
by public auction in this country for $1,557,275, 
an average of $7,311. *Blenheim II, which ar- 
rived at Claiborne in the summer of 1936, and 
thus missed most of the lean years in the record 
of *Sir Gallahad III, has a higher average; he has 
had 59 head sold for $656,100, average $11,120. 

Anent *Blenheim II, a quotation from a recent 
contribution of Audax to London’s Horse and 
Hound is in order here. The Aga Khan on June 
16 at Ascot had scored a double in two of Eng- 
land’s outstanding 2-year-old races, winning the 
Coventry Stakes with Khaled (Hyperion—Eclair) 
and the Queen Mary Stakes with Rivaz (Nearco— 
Mumtaz Begum). Audax, recalling that eight 
years ago the Aga Khan had scored a similar 
double with Mirza II and Queen of Simla, both 
by *Blenheim II, went on to add: “The Aga Khan 
afterwards confessed to the writer that he con- 
sidered his sale of Blenheim to the U. S. A. the 
greatest mistake he ever made as a breeder.” It 
is possible that at the time he considered *Blen- 
heim II too much of a problem, as he sent along 
with the horse very specific directions as to how 
he should be fed. Mr. Hancock just gave him 
some hay and oats and he did all right.

was the extent of the action. 

In addition to buying one yearling from the 
auction, the *Hairan—Marie Jean colt from the 
consignment of Lt. Warner L. Jones, Jr., T. C. 
Melrose acquired at private terms a yearling filly, 
full sister to the current 2-year-old winner Moun- 
tain Roar, by the deceased sire Mountain Ridge, 
Mr. Melrose, Cleveland hotel man, recently pur- 
chased one of three farms owned by Jimmy Brink 
in northern Kentucky. He got the 210-acre Look- 
out Stock Farm, all in grass and with a new barn, 
near Fort Mitchell, Ky., on Route 25. Mr. Brink 
still owns a portion of the farm of the late Jerome 
B. Respess and another farm in the same area, 
recently purchased. 

Lt. L. C. Lantz, of the U. S. Navy, who looks 
forward to active participation in racing when he 
leaves the service, took special interest in the 
bidding on *Blenheim II and Chance Play year- 
lings at the Keeneland sales. Lieutenant Lantz, 
a Hollywood, Calif., dentist before entering the 
Navy, long has been interested in the Thorough- 
bred. Soon after his return from the South Pa- 
cific last winter he purchased two yearling colts 
from Calumet Farm. They are a bay by *Blen- 
heim II—*Quittance, by Hyperion, and a chestnut 
by Chance Play—Theen, by *Sickle. The colts 
are now at the Spendthrift Farm of Leslie Combs 
II. Now stationed at Memphis, Tenn., Lieutenant 
Lantz is pondering the question of whether to re- 
turn to dental practice in Hollywood or to settle 
in the Blue Grass region of Kentucky after he 
leaves the Navy. 

William Lucas, manager of Mrs. Marion du 
Pont Scott’s Montpelier Farm in Virginia, re- 
newed many old friendships while attending the 
Keeneland sales. A former resident of Wood- 
ford County, Kentucky, Mr. Lucas has been in 
Virginia 18 years. “I’ve been bidding,” he said, 
“but these yearlings are selling above my prices. 
Last night [Monday] I did as much bidding as 
anyone in the house, but I didn’t get a thing.” 
Mr. Lucas reported that Battleship and Annapo- 
lis and possibly one other stallion will stand at 
Montpelier next season. Mrs. Scott now has 12 
broodmares at Montpelier. 

It teok persistence as well as money to get a 
yearling at Keeneland this year. At the Monday 
night session Emil Schwarzhaupt, who was 
usually flanked by Ben Lindheimer and Olin Gen- 
try, bid about $200,000 without getting a horse. 
He wound up with 21 head, more than any other 
buyer. At the Hancock sale Abram S. Hewitt, 
putting in bids for Louis B. Mayer, bid an aggre- 
gate of about $100,000 on four horses without 
getting anything. Numerous purchasers reported 
offering between $100,000 and $200,000 a day 
without being able to buy. 

C. C. Tanner, who last spring sold off his racing 
stable, including Best Effort, to the retired Cali- 
fornia radio executive Jay Paley, was getting in 
again. He was very anxious to get the handsome 
grey colt by *Mahmoud—*Nadushka, sold by G. 
H. Fairhurst Tuesday night, but Mrs. M. E. (Liz) 
Whitney outbid him at $35,000. After cooling off 
a few minutes he outstayed a flock of bidders to 
get the *Sir Gallahad III—*Scenery II colt, also 
a grey, but a very dark one, for $46,000, equaling 
the highest price of the sales series. 

Mrs. Whitney, having spent a little more than 
she intended for the apple of her eye, soon was 
offering some of her mares for sale to put her 
Thoroughbred budget back in order. The next 


night she climbed in the back of a van with her

other yearlings and set out for her Llangollen 
Farm in Virginia. 

J. A. Litwin, who did some of the less spectacu- 
lar buying of the sales, was acting for Jule Fink, 
‘of Cincinnati, sometimes called the boy plunger. 
Fink, one of the few who have made a reputation 
for successful betting on a big scale against the 
pari-mutuel system of betting, has about 21 horses 
in training in New York with W. C. (Woody) 
Stephens. 

T. D. (Pinky) Grimes went through the sales 
with less on his mind than most of those who were 
trying to buy horses. He had no horses at all 
now, he said, and wasn’t interested in buying 
yearlings. He had bought a new home in Arca- 
dia, Calif., next to Santa Anita Park, and obvious- 
ly didn’t intend to work himself to death trying 
to stay away from it. 

John Muth, of Lexington, who used to have a 
great deal of fun and business bidding from $25 
to $100 at the Lexington Fall Sales, this time was 
tossing in bids of $10,000 and more and getting 
far less action than he used to. He was repre- 
senting the Twin Oaks Stable of D. H. Freling- 
huysen, retired New Jersey financier and _ busi- 
ness man. He managed to spend only $3,000, got 
one yearling. 

The relocation of the summer sales at Lexing- 
ton has attracted the attention of a growing num- 
ber of newcomers from the neighboring city of 
Cincinnati, Ohio. Among these Gordon E. Pape, 
who manufactures vitamin preparations, among 
other things, got two head, one of them the very 
handsome half-sister, by Challedon, to Doublrab, 
from Ira Drymon’s small consignment. (Mr. Dry- 
mon had purchased this youngster as a weanling 
from her breeder, Frank Turner.) C. W. Mus- 
sett, an executive in the great Procter and Gamble 
Company, bought one yearling. 

Brookfield Farm, Harry Isaacs’ estate in the 
Green Spring Valley of Maryland, bought two 
yearlings for $26,500, including a colt by Carrier 
Pigeon, a handsome but still untried son of Equi- 
poise. Mr. Isaacs expects his Bimelech colt Brook- 
field to be among the best 3-year-olds in the coun- 
try during the later months of the racing season. 


C. C. Tanner bought him 
out of the A. B. Hancock consignment for $46,000.

Among the bidders who did a lot of 
bidding in big figures was C. LeRoy 
King, of Memphis, one of the owners 
of the J. R. Watkins Company, which 
made a fortune selling cosmetics and 
vanilla and lemon flavoring house-to- 
house to country women before Elizabeth 
Arden was heard of. Mr. King got only 
one yearling but he didn’t mind much. 
He already had about fifty Thorough- 
breds at his farm near Memphis, includ- 
ing the stallions Pari-Mutuel (brother 
to Chance Play and Chance Shot) and 
Calf Roper, and in general he is a seller 
rather than a buyer. 

A few years ago Greentree Stable gave 
the aged mare Kenya to Pvt. Fred Wachs 
II, son of the general manager of the 
Lexington Herald-Leader, and the young 
Fairway mare *Cypress Point II to 
Thomas H. Asbury, son of Charles A. 
Asbury, president of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America. Last fall Private 
Wachs sold a yearling colt by Cravat out 
of Kenya for $10,000. At the summer 
sales young Asbury got $12,500 for a 
colt by Bull Lea out of *Cypress Point II. 

The Dell Stables, which got two year- 
lings for a total of $8,000, is the racing 
name of Herman J. Delman, of New 
York, one of the best known manufacturers of 
ladies’ shoes. Mr. Delman has been racing about 
two years, now has nine horses in training. In 
addition to purchases at the auctions, he bought 
privately from Henry Knight a yearling chestnut 
filly by Ladysman—Grey Shot, by Chance Shot. 

Harris Brown was among the more active bid- 
ders. Mr. Brown trains a dozen head for Mrs. 
Barclay K. Douglas’ Mill River Stable, half as 
many for William Goadby Loew, four for Mrs. 
Tilyou C. Christopher, and one for Columbus 
O’Donnell, son of Mrs. Douglas. At the sales Mill 
River Stable got four yearlings and Mr. Loew, 
who was present, bought three. Mr. Brown also 
bought one yearling for his wife. Mr. Brown re- 
ported that Doublrab had been bred to about half 
a dozen mares at the Christopher ranch near 
Miami this year and then sent to Lake Placid, N. 
Y., and put in light training. The noted grey 
speedster recently was returned to Mr. Brown’s 
barn at Belmont Park for further campaigning. 

The only resale of the series was M. C. and C. 
G. Boyd’s filly by *Carlaris—Jolly Fun. G. Auer- 
bach bought her for $1,000 out of the Thursday 
afternoon sale, discovered she wasn’t the horse he 
had intended to buy, put her back in thé night 
sale, to be sold as the last offering. She again 
brought $1,000, Chester Caldwell being the buyer. 
This resale is not included in the totals and sta- 
tistics for the sales as published in this issue. 

A. S. Hewitt, who very kindly assisted the 
editor of THE BLoop-HorsE for several weeks 
prior to the sale, put in many bids for the account 
of Louis B. Mayer and managed to get one year- 
ling at $23,500. Mr. Hewitt left Lexington Au- 
gust 1 to sell his own yearlings at Meadow Brook. 
{He will be sadly missed.—ED. ] 

Humphrey S. Finney bought five head for an 
undisclosed purchaser (not Robert Sterling 
Clark), and headed for Meadow Brook, where he 
was to be in the auctioneer’s stand with George 
Swinebroad. At Lexington Mr. Swinebroad and 
Doc Bond alternated in the stand, each selling 
half of the yearlings at each session. It is im- 


probable that any one auctioneer could survive 
the concentrated program of the Keeneland Sum- 


i 
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mer Sales, which are organized so that 
the buyers can get back to their other 
duties as quickly as possible. 

O. T. Dubassoff purchased two head as 
agent for Mrs. W. S. Farrish’s Lazy F 
Stable. 

Major Louie A. Beard bought four 
yearlings for the Greentree Stud and one 
for Col. John Hay Whitney personally. 
Coldstream Stud was, as usual, interest- 
ed in recruiting its broodmare band as 
well as in selling its yearlings. It bought 
one filly in its own name, Lt. E. D. 
Shaffer, one of the owners of Coldstream, 
bought two, the four fillies totaling $66,- 
200. The Coldstream sale on Thursday 
night was like nothing ever before. Of 
22 head sold, 12 brought more than $10,- 
000, eight more than $20,000, and three 
reached or passed $30,000. The last 
yearling in the catalogue, by *Bull Dog— 
Wild Waters, found the bidding more 
buoyant than ever before during the 
series. He went to Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
S. Moore’s Circle M Ranch for $38,000. 

One of Coldstream Stud’s high-priced 
yearlings, the colt by *Heliopolis out of 
Poseur, which went to Cedar Farms for 
$27,000, was purchased privately as a 
weanling last fall from B. M. Browning, 
the breeder, owner of Cave Spring Farm 
in Jessamine County. 

Augustus (Sarge) Swenke, representing Frank 
Frankel, “a brand new man” in the yearling auc- 
tions, got 12 yearlings for $76,700. Many a brand 
new man went through the sales without getting 
a horse. Some of them never even got to make a 
bid. 

Jay Paley, who got into the racing news this 
spring by buying the stable of C. C. Tanner, is a 
leading figure in the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem who now has 12 horses in training in Califor- 
nia, 11 with Graceton Philpot at Santa Anita 
Park, the other, the stakes winner Shuffle, with 
Graceton’s brother, Hurst, at Del Mar. At the 
sales Graceton Philpot bought five head for 
$94,500 for the account of Mr. Paley. Other Cali- 
fornians among the purchasers included J. H. 
Ryan, whose Ryana Ranch was represented by 
Ernest H. J. Shaw. Ross Perrino, who has a 
steel-treating business at Los Angeles, was a new 
purchaser; he got two yearlings.

Manton To Be Sold 


HE New York Times reported from London on 

July 18 that the Manton stables and training 
grounds, in Wiltshire, England, are to be offered 
for sale at public auction. The stables acecommo- 
date about 100 horses, and the gallops, laid out 
over the famous Wiltshire downs are among the 
finest in the world. The strips used for fast work 
and for trials have been treated with moss litter 
for nearly a hundred years, so that even in very 
dry weather it is possible to train the’ horses on 
springy turf. 

The Derby winner of 1851, Sir Joseph Hawley’s 
Teddington, was trained over the Manton gallops. 
Alec Taylor, the elder, who was famous as a 
trainer of distance horses, spent most of his pro- 
fessional life there. His son Alec Taylor, also 
trained there until his retirement in 1927. Alec 


With her half-sister Beaugay running interference for 
her, this filly by Blue Larkspur out of the noted producer 
Risk sold for $46,000, second highest price ever paid for a 
yearling filly in America. 
Arthur B. Hancock, she equaled the price of the highest 
colt in that consignment and in the sales.

Taylor, the younger, was the leading trainer in 
England for seven years in succession, ending in 
1923. At Manton he trained Sceptre, winner of 
all the classic races except the Derby; Bayardo, 
thought by many racing men to have been the 
best horse seen in England during the present 
century; Gay Crusader, Gainsborough, Lemberg, 
all winners of the Derby; and five Oaks winners 
for Lord Astor. 

Alec Taylor sold the property in 1919 to Mr. 
Joseph Watson, a wealthy manufacturer. Mr. 
Watson was raised to the peerage as Lord Man- 
ton, and died in 1922 from an accident in the 
hunting field. The property was then bought by 
Messrs. Tattersall, the bloodstock auctioneers, 
who still own it. 

According to the New York Times report, 
Joseph Lawson who was for many years head lad, 
or foreman, for Alec Taylor, the younger, and 
succeeded him as trainer at Manton at the end of 
1927, has been unwell, and his doctors have or- 
dered him to relax from the full pressure of work. 

Lord Astor, the American-born peer, has for 
many years been the principal patron at Manton. 
However, he has announced that he will not buy 
the estate. Messrs. Tattersall have been quoted 
as saying that they do not.have time to run it. 

In 1943 Lawson trained Kingsway to win the 
Two Thousand Guineas, the first of the classic 
races for 3-year-olds, run over the Rowley Mile at 
Newmarket, and in 1945 prepared Lord Astor’s 
Court Martial to win the same race, inflicting the 
only defeat to date on the Derby winner Dante, 
which finished a close second.

URING the first two years of the East-West 
schism of the old Saratoga yearling sales the 
Fasig-Tipton Company held its auctions at the 
Meadow Brook Club on Long Island in two ses- 
sions. This year the sale has grown to three ses- 
sions, the first of which was held on the morning 
of Tuesday, August 7. Telegraphed results of the 
sale were received by THE BLOop-HorRsE just be- 
fore it went to press. 


A total of 61 head were sold for $224,800, aver- 
age $3,685. This may be compared tentatively 
with an overall average of $3,811 for 115 head 
sold in 1944 and an average of $3,028 for 130 head 
in 1943. 

The highest, average, an even $11,000, was re- 
ceived by the Nydrie Stud, of Esmont, Va., owned 
by Mrs. Ray Alan Van Clief and the estate of Mr.
